Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  Barrowford,  for  the  year  1963° 

The  Registrar  General 9 s estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  4,620,  an  encouraging  rise  of  30  on  the  previous  year 9 s 
estimate.  The  number  of  births,  63,  was  the  same  number  as  the 
deaths,  thus  a movement  of  people  into  the  Urban  District  must 
have  occurred,  a most  welcome  feature.  The  death  rate  was  the 
lowest  for  over  twenty  years,  and  is  fortunately  worthy  of  note, 
considering  the  very  hard  winter.  One  can  only  assume  that  either 
Barrowford  inhabitants  really  are  tough,  or  that  the  voluntary  and 
statutory  domiciliary  services  for  the  care  of  the  aged  and  infirm 
are  as  comprehensive  as  is  hoped. 

Early  in  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  which 
accounted  for  31  of  the  35  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases. 
There  was  also  a family  incident  of  food  poisoning,  but,  as  so 
frequently  happens  now,  with  modern  drug  treatment,  the  causative 
infection  was  overcome  before  samples  could  be  taken  for 
pathological  examination. 

The  detailed  analysis  of  the  1961  Census  has  now  been  produced, 
for  Lancashire,  and  some  of  the  more  interesting  tables  have  been 
reproduced  for  your  attention  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Report. 


At  the  end  of  February,  Mr*,  Fred  Highfield,  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  -Surveyor  resigned,  after  many  years  of 
faithful  service,  to  take  a post  with  the  Corporation  of  Nelson, 
where  he  considered  he  would  be  able  to  apply  his  particular  skill 
and  interest  in  the  field  of  pure  Public  Health  Engineering. 
Barrowford  has  .good  cause  to  be  grateful  to  Mrc  Highfield,  where 
with  his  quiet 9 but  authoritative  manner,  he  did  much  to  safeguard 
and  promote  the  health  of  the  community. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  your  Council 
and  officials,  for  their  courtesy  and  assistance,  and  also  to  the 
staff  of  the  Nelson  Health  Department,  with  whom  you  have  a working 
arrangement .

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The  employment  position  in  the  district  generally  was 
affected  by  such  factors  as  weather,  trade  recession  and  re- 
organisation in  the  cotton  industry. 

Short-time  working  in  the  cotton  industry  which  was  a feature 
of  1962,  continued  into  the  early  part  of  1963,  and  some  engineering 
firms  were  also  affected  by  short-time  working  for  the  first  time 
for  many  years c Trade  recession  which  affected  most  of  the  country 
was  also  felt  locally  in  the  cessation  of  the  recruitment  of  labour 
at  many  firms,  and  thus  it  became  difficult  for  many  people  to  find 
employment.  Furthermore,  the  closing-down  of  one  or  two  more  textile 
mills  in  the  district  and  the  discharge  of  some  employees  in  other 
textile  firms  whose  re-equipment  programmes  necessitated  a re- 
allocation of  labour,  aggravated  the  position. 

During  the  final  months  of  the  year  most  industries  shared  in  a 
national  trade  revival.  Locally,  short-time  working  was  reduced  to 
negligible  proportions,  employment  opportunities  increased  and  the 
year  closed  on  a more  bouyant  note.

Comments  on  Vital  Statistics. 


Population; 

For  the  first  time  since  1954  the  Registrar  General 6 s estimate 
of  the  population  as  at  mid-year  showed  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year0  The  estimate  of  4,620  was  an  increase  of  30  on  the  figure  for 
1962,  which  exactly  off-set  the  decrease  of  that  year,  thus  bringing 
the  figure  back  to  the  1961  level 0 

There  was  no  natural  increase  during  1963  as  the  number  of  live 
births  registered  was  exactly  the  same  as  the  number  of  deaths 
registered,  due  mainly  to  the  reduced  number  of  deaths.  This  fact, 
however,  is  worthy  of  comment,  as  ever  since  1927  the  number  of  deaths 
has  exceeded  the  number  of  births  with  the  exception  of  one  year,  1942, 
when  there  were  6 more  live  births  than  deaths. 

The  final  figures  for  the  1961  Census  were  received  during  the 
year  and  I have  included  an  extract  from  them  as  a supplement  to  this 
report 0 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  population  when  the  Census  was 
taken  was  4,644  (^169  males  and  2,473  females)  which  was  an  intercensal 
decrease  of  122  (19  males  and  103  females)  since  the  1931  Census,  but 
was  24  more  than  the  estimated  population  for  mid  1 961 , and,  incidentally, 
for  mid  1963*

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Live  Births: 


Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  9 
live  births  registered  during  1963?  making  a total  of'  63  (33  males 
and  30  females )0  This  was  3 more  than  the  average  for  the  previous 
five  years,  and  represented  a further  recovery  following  the  low 
figure  of  49  recorded  in  1961, 

In  conformity  with  recent  years  only  a quarter  of  the  live 
births  assignable  to  Barrowford  actually  occurred  within  your 
district . 

The  Crude  Live  Birth  Rate  of  13 06  per  1000  population  was  an 
increase  of  108  per  1000  on  the  1962  rate-  It  was  also  0,8  per 
1000  higher  than  the  average  for  recent  years  and  in  fact  was  the 
highest  since  I960, 

There  was  an  increase  of  0,13  in  the  Comparability  i'actor 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  use  in  adjusting  the  Birth 
Rate  for  external  comparison  purposes.  This  is  to  compensate  for 
the  reduced  number  of  persons  of  child-bearing  ages  in  the 
community  compared  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  was,  therefore,  17o0  per  1000 
population.  This  was  3® 8 per  1000  higher  than  the  previous  year, 

2,6  per  1000  higher  than  the  mean  rate  for  the  previous  5 years, 
and  the  highest  since  1957®  On  external  comparison  it  was,  however, 
102  per  1000  less  than  the  National  Live  Birth  Rate  and  1,5  per 
1000  less  than  the  Adjusted  Live  Birth  -Rate  for  the  adjoining 
Borough  of  Nelson. 

Still  Births: 

The  2 Still  Births  registered  gave  Still  Birth  Rates  of  ,30® 8 
per  1000  total  (live  and  still)  births  and  0,43  per  1000 
population,  compared  with  National  Still  Birth  Rates  of  17® 3 per 
1000  total  (live  and  still)  births  and  0,32  per  1000  population.

Deaths : 


There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered 0 
The  total  of  63  (23  males  and  40  females)  was  the  smallest  since  1943, 
and  this  was  mainly  on  account  of  the  number  of  male  deaths  which  was 
the  smallest  since  1942*  An  annual  average  of  80  deaths  occurred  over 
the  previous  five  years,  but  the  marked  reduction  in  1963  was  mainly 
instrumental  in  causing  the  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  to  coincide 
with  the  number  of  live  births „ Previously,  since  1927?  with  the 
exception  of  the  year  1942,  the  number  of  deaths  each  year  always 
exceeded  the  number  of  live  births 0 

The  Crude  Death  Pate  in  1963  was  13° 6 per  1000  population,  a 
decrease  of  4o0  per  1000  on  the  1962  rate  and  3°6  per  1000  less  than 
the  mean  rate  for  the  previous  five  years a It  was,  in  fact,  the 
smallest  recorded  since  1942  which  was  13°4  per  1000  population,, 

A reduction  of  0o06  in  the  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  brought  this  to  O083?  the  smallest  since  1942,  and 
gave  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  11e3  per  1000  population,  which  was  an 
improvement  of  404  per  1000  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 

On  external  comparison  this  also  appears  most  favourably,  the 
National  Death  Rate  being  12 c2  per  1000  population  and  the  Nelson  rate 
l4o0  per  1000  which  are  0o9  pen  1000  and  2,7  pen  1000,  respectively, 
greater  than  the  Barrowford  figure 0 

For  the  second  successive  year,  the  principal  cause  of  death  was 
Coronary  Disease/Angina  with  a total  of  16  deaths  and  a death  rate  of 
3°46  per  1000  population,  followed  by  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System  with  11  deaths  and  a death  rate  of  2*38  per  1000* 

An  increase  of  2 deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  (cancers)  gave  a 
mortality  rate  of  20l6  per  1000  population,  which  although  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year  of  0o42  is  very  similar  to  the  Cancer  Death  Rate 
for  England  and  wales  of  20l8  per  1000  and  is  0*37  per  1000  less  than 
the  rate  for  Nelson „

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As  many  as  65%  of  the  total  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  70 
years  or  over  and  the  quinquennial  age  group  analysis  shows  that 
the  largest,  number  of  deaths  or  20 06%  of  the  total  were  in  the  75- 
80  years  group?  followed  by  17 °5%  in  the  8O-85  years  group<> 

Deaths  of  Barrowford  residents  which  occurred  outside  the 
district  totalled  24?  which  were  J>8%  of  the  total,  and  all  but  3 
of  those  took  place  in  hospitals  of  the  local  group,  chiefly  in 
Burnley o 


Infant  Deaths 

The  two  infant  deaths  registered  during  the  year  gave  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  31*7  per  1000  live  births,  an  increase 
of  13°2  per  1000  on  the  rate  for  1962,

For  comparison?  the  Infant  Mortality  Rates  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  and  for  the  adjoining  Borough  of  Nelson  were  20o9 
and  23d  per  1000  live  births  respectively. 


Neo-natal  Deaths 


One  of  the  infant  deaths  was  a child  under  the  age  of  four 
weeks,  which  represents  a Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  of  15° 9 per 
1000  live  births,  a reduction  of  206  per  1000  on  last  year's  rate, 
and  1 o7  per  1000  less  than  the  National  Rate0 

Early  Neo-natal  and  Peri-natal  Deaths 

Actually  the  nec-natal  death  was  an  infant  under  the  age  of 
24  hours  and  so  the  Early  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  was  the  same 
as  the  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  at  15° 9 per  1000  live  births o 

Adding  this  death  to  the  two  Still  Births  registered  during 
the  year  gave  a total  of  3 peri -natal  deaths  and  a Peri-natal 
Mortality  Rate  of  46.2  per  1000  total  (live  and  still)  births,  an 
increase  of  two  deaths  and  27 °7  per  1000  total  (live  and  still) 
births  on  the  1962  figures « 
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Maternal  Deaths 

Once  again  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  no  maternal 
death  occurred  during  the  year,  and  this  was  the  fifteenth 
successive  year  that  no  mother  has  died  during,  or  as  the  result 
of,  childbirth. 

The  National  Maternal  Death  Rate  for  1963  was  0o28  per  1000 
total  (live  and  still)  births.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  provision  and  supply  of  water  to  the  Barrowford  Urban 
District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  North  Calder  Water  Board 
which  was  constituted  on  the  1st  April,  i960,  by  the  North  Calder 
Water  Board  Order,  I96O0  Its  purpose  was  the  taking  over  on  the 
1st  October,  i960,  of  the  constituent  Councils3  water  undertakings 
and  exercising  all  the  functions  thereof  within  the  area  of  supply 
as  a single  independent  unit. 

Your  authority  elects  one  representative  to  the  Board  which 
consists  of  twelve  members,  each  of  whom  must  be  a member  of  the 
constituent  Council  by  whom  he  is  elected 0 

The  Board 9 s gathering  grounds  are  situate  on  the  west  side  of 
the  valley  on  Pendle  Hill  and  the  Ogden  and  Blackmoss  Valleys  leading 
therefrom;  on  the  east  side  of  areas  around  Bouldsworth  and  Emmott  moors 
and  the  Coldwell  Valley,  and  altogether  cover  some  5000  acres e 

There  are  five  storage  reservoirs  with  a total  capacity  of  over 
400,000,000  gallons;  three  compensation  reservoirs  and  three  service 
reservoirs  with  an  approximate  total  capacity  of  14-7,000,000  gallons, 
making  a total  capacity  of  around  550,000,000  gallons 0 In  addition 
there  are  two  boreholes  capable  of  supplying  over  1,000,000  gallons 
per  day  for  considerable  periods 0 

All  the  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  going  into  supply 
and  it-  is  estimated  that  approximately  36  gallons  per  head  is  supplied 
to  an  estimated  population  of  69,000  for  domestic  and  sanitary  purposes 0 
In  addition  something  approaching  1,000,000  gallons  a day  is  supplied  for 
manufacturing  and  trade  purposes,  which  makes  the  average  consumption  per 
head  of  population  for  all  purposes,  around  50  gallons  per  dayQ 

In  Barrowford  there  are  only  42  houses  with  approximately  80 
inhabitants  which  do  not  draw  their  water  supplies  from  the  Board *s 
mains o This  is,  of  course,  on  account-  of  their  distance  from  the  mains 0 
During  the  year  12  dwellings  were  newly  connected  to  the  mains  which 
involved  extensions  of  215  yards.  Joint  service  pipes  are,  on  occasions, 
the  cause  of  poor  or  even  inadequate  internal  water*  supplies,  and  it-  is 
estimated  that  there  are  something  like  140  houses  in  the  area  which 
would  benefit  from  the  replacement  of  these  pipes 0 
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The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action  and  supplies  during 
the  year  were  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality. 
Regular  sampling  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  the  Board  and 
137  samples  of  both  raw  water  and  the  water  going  into  supply 
were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  and  all  but  7 were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  All  the  10  samples  submitted  for 
chemical  examination  were  also  satisfactory 0 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  whole  of  your  area,  with  the  exception  of  farms  and  a 
number  of  houses  in  the  more  rural  parts 9 is  drained  and  sewered, 
and  there  is  a natural  gravitation  to  the  Sewage  Works  which  are 
situate  in  the  low-lying  district  to  the  south  west  of  the  area0 

The  treatment  consists  of  automatic  screening,  detritus  tanks, 
settling  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks,  the  final 
effluent  from  the  works  being  discharged  into  Pendle  Water  which 
flows  past  the  Works. 

An  extension  of  one  hundred  feet  of  6 inch  sewer  was  laid  in 
Peel  Place  during  the  year  and  ten  new  houses  were  connected  to 
the  sewerage  system.  'There  were  also  two  new  dwellings  connected 
to  septic  tanks o

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


Although  there  is  something  like  10%  of  old  property, 
mostly  of  the  back-to-back  type  in  the  district,  the  standard 
of  housing  is  generally  good.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
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There  were  35  notifications  received  of  infectious  or  other 
notifiable  diseases,  which  represented  something  of  an  increase 
on  figures  for  recent  years 0 This  was  accounted  for  by  the  31 
cases  of  measles  which  gave  an  incidence  rate  of  6.71  per  1*000 
population,  but  compared  quite  favourably  with  the  national 
incidence  of  12.783  per  1,000  and  that  for  Nelson  at  7o 22  per 
1,000  populationc  The  other  notifications  received  were  1 
whooping  cough  and  3 food  poisoning. 

The  cases  of  food  poisoning  all  occurred  at  the  same  time 
in  one  household,  but  no  specimens  we re  available  for  laboratory 
examination „ At  the  time  of  the  visit  following  the  receipt  of 
the  notifications,  the  patients  had  responded  to  the  physician’s 
treatment. 

No  death  from  a notifiable  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

Only  one  addition  to  the  Register  of  Tuberculous  Persons  was 
made  during  the  year  and  that  was  an  inward  transfer  pulmonary 
case  from  another  district <>  The  names  of  20  patients  (10  males 
and  5 females,  pulmonary  cases,  and  1 male  and  1 female,  non- 
pulmonary  cases)  were  removed  from  the  register o These  included 
12  patients  classified  as  recovered,  7 removals  to  other  districts 
and  1 patient  died. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  register  only  contained  the  names 
of  13  patients,  12  pulmonary  cases  (6  males  and  6 females)  and  1 
(female)  non-pulmonary  case,  a decrease  during  the  year  of  19 
patients. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  patients  suffering  from  infectious 
and  other  notifiable  diseases,  except  smallpox,  is  provided,  when 
requested,  by  the  Burnley  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee 
at  the  Marsden  Hospital,  Burnley 0 In  the  event  of  accommodation  not 
being  available  arrangements  arp  made  through  the  Bed  Bureau  for  the 
admission  of  the  patient  to  an  isolation  hospital  under  the  control 
of  a neighbouring  Hospital  Management  Committee 0 No  patients  were 
admitted  during  the  year.
